Far out on the south fork of Long 
Island, less than ten miles east of 
Ssuthampton, lies the peaceful pic- 
turesque farming community of 
Sagaponack. The Shinnecock In- 
dians were the original inhabitants 
and their name for it “the 
place where the ground 
nuts grow”

In January, 1653, there was made 
the “civision of lande called Saga 
ponack ... ", according to South- 
ampton town history. Here where 
was found the most fertile land in 
the township, the early settlers 
dwelt and farmed. Among the first 
to come were Christopher Leaming, 
John Morehouse, Robert Norris, 
Benjamin Palmer, Henry Pierson, 
Nathaniel Rusco, Josiah Stanbor 
cugh, Elnathan Topping, John 
Topping and Capt. Thomas Topping. 

The scuth end, near the ocean, was 
laid cut first and the earliest houses 
were built on three sides of the 
lower end of the street. Then, as 
now, the burying ground was peculli- 
arly situated in the middle of Sagg 
Road. James Truslow Adams writes 
that it “was frequently the case in 
that day from fear that the Indians 
might disinter and desecrate the 
dead unless protected by proximity 
to the living.”

A visit to the old bury 
ing ground reveals old stones with 
the engraving erased by time, and 
new ones erected for the time when 
the living shall join those who have 
gene on before.

was a descendant of John 
Youngs, first pastor of the 
State’s oldest English religi- 
ous society (at Southold) and 
kin to another John Youngs 
who about a century ago was 
State Governor. 

Ezra was born on a farm at 
Sterling (Greenport). In 1815 
at the age of twenty-three he 
graduated from _ Princeton 
College and five years there- 
after from Andover Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

At Princeton he had as col- 
lege mates several wh) be- 
came distinguished, including 
William Pennington, later 
Governor of New Jersey, and 
Charles Hodges who became 
a renowned theologian. In his 
class at Andover were several 
destined to be distinguished 
preachers and missionaries. 

Ezra was licensed as a 
preacher by the Congrgational] 
Association of Andover and 
returned to his eastern Long 
‘sland home withort a job. 
Three years later he was re- 
ceived into the Presbytery of 
Long Island as a “‘licentiate”’ 
and for the next seven years 
continued to reside in the 
home of his parents at Sterl- 
ing. During this period he 
served intermittently as a sup- 
ply to the church on Shelter 
Island across the ferry. 

An attachment developed 
between Youngs and Maria 
Nicoll of Shelter Is'and. She 
was a descendant of Matthias 
Nicoll, nenhew and secretary 
to Richard Nicoll, first Ene- 
lish Governor of New York. 
For some reason the highlv 
educated but unemployed 
young cleric did not find favor 
in the eves of Maria’s father, 
Samuel B. Nicoll. Perhaps it 
was because Ezra Youngs 
would not reside on Shelter 
Island. 

Maria Nicoll however found 
a wav of conveving the con- 
staney of her affection to her 
lever. It became habitus! with

her to go to Sunday services 
early, especially when the 
young man from Sterling was 
to occupy the pulpit of the 
island church, and between 
the leaves of the pulpit Bible 
she managed to insert notes 
of affection before her lover 
would wend his way from the 
shore up the hill to the church. 
None but Maria knew that be- 
neath the pages of his notes 
lay the scented missive which 
added inspiration to his ora- 
torical appeal to the conere- 
gation. 

Despite continued parental 
disapproval, Maria Nicoll and 
Ezra Youngs were eventually 
married August 27, 1827 in 
the Shelter Island churg¢h, 
they being the first couple to 
be married in that edifice. On 
one occasion during these 
early vears of his ministry 
Rev. Ezra Young heard the 
marital vows of a young Shel- 
ter Island couple. Asked by 
the groom what would be his 
fee, Youngs replied: “It is ac- 
cording to the kindness of the 
party.” 


Thereupon the rustic swain 
said: “Which will you have, 
twenty-five cents or a load of 
seaweed?” “Give me” re- 
sponded Youngs, “the sea- 
weed.” The seaweed could be 
utilized on the Youngs farm 
at Sterling. 

During the period that Rev. 
Youngs occupied the Shelter 
Island pulpit there was an oc- 
casion when he needs must 
cross a creek which flowed 
through the farm of my great- 
grandfather “Squire” Freder- 
ick Chase. Dressy men in those 
days and later, according to 
my memory, wore leather 
boots greased below the pant 
with mutton tallow, more for 
preservation than for polish. 

Chase, a Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist, was long keeper of 
Little Gull Lighthouse and 
held at various times nearly 
every Shelter Island town 
office. Meeting once at 
“Chase’s Creek’, the Squire 
told the minister that there 
was no need for the latter to 
take off his boots. “You just 
get on my back and I will carry 
you In that manner 
my rugged Adventist forebear 


across. 


Little Gull Lighthouse Where Squire Chase Was Keeper 
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carried the Clergyman pig-a- 
back across the creek. 

Rev. Youngs had a sense of 
humor and upon dismounting 
remarked: “Well, Squire, 
henceforth you can never say 
that vou haven't been priest- 
ridden.” The pun is lost unless 
one recalls that beloved Pro- 
testant pastors were in those 
days often addressed as 
“Priest”. 

In August 1828, a year after 
his marriage, Ezra Youngs 
Was ordained pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at Cut 
chogue, where he served for 
nineteen years with marked 
distinction. 

On Thanksgiving eve 1870 
at the Old First Church, South- 
old, the church of which his 
ancestor Rey John Youngs 
Was the first pastor, Rev. Ezra 
Young united in marriage a 
groom of eighty-two vears and 

bride of nearly three score 
and ten. 

The groom was Jonathan 
Goldsmith Horton in the fifth 
veneration from first settler 
Barnabas Horton. Jonathan 
was familiarly known as 
“Uncle Goopie.”” His home was 
the Old Castle built in the 
eventeanth century by his 
ancestor Barnabas the baker 
[he bride was Mrs. Bethiah 
H. Brown 

Epher Whitaker had in the 
vear 1870 been pastor but 
lineteen of his long active and 
emeritus service. After the 
ceremony the aged groom and 
his blushing bride celebrated 
with friends the occasion at 
the nearby Castle on the cor 
ner or Horton's Lane. 

Unele CGroopie lived three 
and a half yvears thereafter, 
dving July 3, 1873. Ezra 
Young, the officiating clergy 
man, Was at the time nearly 
eighty-four vears old and died 
six vears later Aug. 25, 1876.

hen my grandfather, the 
late George E. Penny, 
whose adoring shadow I was 
as a child, died in Laurel in 
1949, just three months _ be- 
fore his ninety-fourth birth- 
day, I was asked to prepare a 
short eulogy to be presented 
at the next meeting of the 
Long Island Presbytery, which 
is customary procedure at the 
death of a Presbyterian elder. 
While looking through the 
records of the old Franklin- 
ville Church, I came upon 
some startling entries dated 
1859 which I later examined 
at more leisufe. Since the 
story which emerged is typi- 
cal of the middle-nineteenth- 
century concern of church of- 
ficers for the moral and spirt- 
ual welfare of their flock, I 
am presenting it in its entire- 
ty for Forum readers. 
Back in 1859, Laurel 
known as Franklinville. The 
name was changed in 1898 
when a new name had to be 
chosen because the people of 
“the Place” wanted a_ post 
office, and a community in 
Cattaraugus county, upstate, 
had prior claim to Franklin- 
ville. Names suggested were 
Sequana, meaning spring, and 
Laurel, the name already 
given to the gem-like little 
lake which is still surrounded 
by mountain laurel with its 
parachute-shaped flowers. (1 
have flown over the lake in 
summer. Clustered about bv 
the heavily foliaged trees, it 
resembles a giant sapphire 
set in emeralds). A meetin: 
was held to decide on which 
name would be chosen. The 
voting was close—thirteen to 
nine in favor of, as we know, 
Laurel.

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CHlatbush 300 ‘Years Old 


Yorn D. O Halloran 


his is the 300th year of the 
Town of Flatbush in 
Brooklyn, founded as Mid- 
wout (mid-woods) under a 
grant issued by Governor 
Peter Stuyvesant May 27th, 
1752. 


The tercentenary festivities 
opened on April 8&8 with a 
visit to the historic Flatbush 
Dutch Reform Church, oldest 
in Kings County, by Her 
Majesty Queen Johana of the 
Netherlands, accompanied by 
Prince Bernhard. 

The church's Bible came 
from Amsterdam in 1€56. Its 
bells have tolled the death of 
our Presidents from George 
Washington to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, the latter of Dutch 
lineage. The present church 
edifice was dedicated during 
Washington's administration. 
Like the original structure 
which it replaced, it occupies 
the site designed by Stuyve- 
sant, last Dutch Governor be- 
fore the English conquest of 
1664. The churchyard con- 
tains the graves of some of 
the town’s first settlers. 

During her visit, the Queen 
signed the Church Book as 
well as those of the Flatlands, 
New Utrecht and First Brook- 
lyn Reformed Dutch Churches

Old Flatbush Church Organized 1654 


was held at Eramus Hall High 
School, formerly Erasmus In- 
stitute, which was chartered 
as the State’s first institute 
just prior to Clinton Acade- 
my, East Hampton. 

Nothwithstanding its great 
development in recent years 
along business and residential 
lines, Flatbush has retained 
many of its historic buildings 
The old Town Hall stands as 
it did years ago, serving now 
as the Snvder Avenue Police 
Station. Here and there, sur- 
rounded by apartment houses 
or great business structures. 
one still comes upon a quaint 
little home that dates back to 
early colonial times. Probablv 
the very oldest of all, and said 
to be the oldest frame build- 
ing in the whole State of New 
York, is the Wyckoff house on 
Canarsie Lane, west of Ralph 
avenue.

fore May 11, 1641, on which 
date Governor Wouter Van 
Twiller officially reported 
that he had had several homes 
built on this land which he 
bad acquired by purchase 
from the Canarsee Indians 
July 16, 1636.

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Some Strange Old 


O n the northwest end of the 


neck on which I live, at 
Setauket, once the northerly 
part of “Tangier” Smith's 
manor, there stands a great 
glacial boulder known = as 
VDevil’s Rock. On its top is a 
mark like that of a footprint. 
The Indian tradition is that 
the Devil stepped here when 
he left Long Island for Con- 
necticut and stamped so hard 
that he split a piece right off 
the side. This was called the 
Devil’s Footstool. 

Climbing the rock was a 
job for a very active boy. For 
the ladies a dead tree trunk 
made a rough ladder, and a 
goodly pile of seaweed below 
Was suppose to make for a 
safe landing. Tradition said 
that if a boy and girl jumped 
together they would become 
engaged. One girl who jumped 
and who was laid up for some 
time with a sprained ankle did 
get engaged, but not to the 
boy she jumped off with. Per- 
haps the accident broke the 
spell. 

I liked the footstool because 
it was such a nice place to sit 
and watch the water, eat a 
few cookies and try to dig out 
the tiny garnets with which 
the rock was well sprinkled. 
‘The footstool is now no more 
for it fell victim to the hungry 
maw of a dredge, but the 
Devil’s Rock still sands as 1% 
did when the Indians roamed 
this neck and called it Man- 
assarokey (the island of whor- 
tleberries). No berries here 
in my time. Perhaps they left 
with the Indians. 

Pipe Stave Hollow at Mt. 
Sinai is said to be the road 
over which Major Tallmadge 
marched his men during the 
Revolution on their way to 
capture Fort St. George. The 
staves made huge casks hold- 
ing as much as two hogsheads. 
They were used, I imagine, for 
Whaleoil. Some other strange 
place-names were given. in 
Brookhaven town.
